Tokio, May 22.—Emperor Yoshihito 


of Japan was taken ill today. 
The 


physicians in attendance declare that 
he is suffering from inflamation of the 
lungs. . He is in a state of high fever 
Eight court physicians are in constant 
attendance on him. The emperor of 
Japan succeeded his father on July 
20, 1912. He is in his 34th year and 
has three sons, the eldest of whom 
is crown prince Hirhito just 12 years 
old. The emperor'has previously suf- 
fered from lung trouble and in the 
course of one attack in 1908 his cbndl 
tion was very serious. 
The empeior. contracted 
a slight 
cold May 18, but it 
was announced 
that it was unimportant and that his 
majesty would soon resume his activi- 
ties. . Tonight the nation'was shocked 
by the issuance of this offlieal 'bulle- 
tin from the imperial palace signed 
by the eight court physicians: 
"The emperor, who has .'been suffer- 
ing from a slight cold, developed in- 
flammation of the-lungs today.

SOUND ADVICE. 


While much that is said in lectures 


in class rooms of colleges .and univer- 
sities that- do not take the same 
meaning when repeated outside the 
class room; walls, still, the statement 
of Dr. Simon Patton, head o£ the de- 
partment of economics of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, at'Madison yes- 
terday, is worth careful consideration. 
Dr. Patton said: . 


"The man with the auto is the man 


who should save. It is ridicnjous for 
the wealthy classes to.look down upon 
the poor and advise them to save 
their money. The poor should spend 
their money . for better housing and 
better living conditions. Saving, like 
bearing children, is a lost art in the 
$2,500 to $5,000.a year class." - . 


Dr. Simon Patton .announced these 


heresies in a quiet voice and with a 
smile upon his face. He is head of 
the department .of economics at the 
University of Pennsylvania and is in 
Madison for. two weeks to deliver a 
series 
of ~ lectures 
on 
"Economic 


Theory" at the university. 
• • : ' . . 
- 
"I was once quoted," he'said, "as 


saying that it was .^better to spend 
than to save, that It was better to live 
for the pi'esent than the future. I;did 
not intend to be so startling. But I 
believe that it is better, to round out 
each day and month and year as a 
unit rather than to starve the present 


• for the future. It is better to spend 
one's money in getting happiness out 
of the present, than to live poorly for 
the sake of saving a future which may 
never be realized. The poor should- 
spend what money they have for the 
purpose of getting-better homes, bet- 
ter food and more pleasure. The rich 
should spend their money for better- 
ing .the conditions of their employes, 
especially women employes.

PESSIMISTIC VIEW. 


The Christian Science Monitor takes 


a semi-pessimistic view of the busi 
ness situation of the country. It says 
that although it is not, always an 
agreeable experience to go through a 
readjustment process, or even refor 
mation, the results usually more than 
pay for the trouble. This is the way 
business ,. conditions, 
we 
suppose 


should be viewed at present. For the 
past several years' the commercia 
pace has been a rapid one. Prices oi 
commodities have advanced to such an 
extent, that even with higher wages 
the laboring man.has had-difficulty in 
making both ends meet. 'Railroad: 
and industrial institutions have had 
all they could do to pay expenses o 
operation and dividends. In shor 
.there has been imperative need for i 
halt. 
A re-adjustment of affairs has 


been inevitable. During the period o 
restoration it is well to keep the de 
sired end in view and not get too 
much discouraged over the vicissi 
tudes encountered in the process. 


There, has been a marked and con 


tinued shrinkage in the business o 
the stock exchanges recently,' coinci 
dent with declining . prices. 
Last 


year's transactions were small enough 
as compared with previous years, bu 
this year the volume of business on 
the New York, Boston, and other ex 
changes in- smaller than ever. 
Since 


the first of this month the' shrinkage 
in the volume of business on the New 
York exchange amounts to 62 per1 cen 
as compared with the .corresponding 
period last year.- The same percentage 
of decrease is noted on the Boston ex 
change. 
Since the first of the year 


the falling off in volume in the New 
York market amounts to 40 per cent 
while the shrinkage of business on 
the Boston exchange is 56 per. cent 
Total daily sales recently in the New 
York market have averaged below 
200,000 shares, whereas in former 
years they have frequently arranged 
from 1,000,000 to 2,000,000. Seats on 
the. New York exchange have not sole 
at so low a price in many years as a1 
pi'esent. 
Several 
large 
brokerage 


firms have closed.their branch offices 
in other cities and smaller ones have 
gone out ot business entirely. 


Now this is a doleful enough tale so 


far as it relates to the stock exchange 
business. 
:The falling off in stock 


market transactions, however, shoulc 
not be taken as an index of genera 
business conditions. The higher cosi 
of living has.been the prime cause oi 
the shrinkage. Another potent factor 
has been the legislation enacted for 
the purpose of discouraging .specula- 
tion; Neither business nor the public, 
we think, will 
be 
injured by .such 


enactments.- ..On the-contraryf the re- 
sults eventually should be beneficial. 


There is 'Considerable disparity in 


the reports, of business conditions in 
various parts .of -the United States. 
There .has been some recession., but 
bank clearings, railroad earnings, for- 
eign commerce, steel production an<3 
other indices-of trade show a large 
volume of business moving. If money 
were to become easier it would gre'atly 
help to remove the fear of future 
trouble which so many persist in en- 
tertaining. Bank, reserves are too low, 
but-there is'hope that this condition 
will not last'tlirough the summer. An 
accumulation,of funds is likely, during 
the next few. months. If desired cur- 
rency legislation is enacted, relief may 
come soonerithan expected -of in time, 
at least, for. the moving of'the crops 
next-fall.

Lookout.Mountain.: It 
is the centennial .of ^Commodore Per- 
ry's brilliant victory over the British 
on Lake Erie. It is a year, therefore, 
when the ceremghies' of Memorial day 
should be especially impressive and 
significant.

MILLION PIECES 
IN A TABLE 


Inlaid Work of Joplin Carpenter I* 


Unusual Work ofiArt-rrOne Year 


Required to Make It. 


Joplln, Mo.—A table made up of 


1,000,000 pieces of wood, inlaid on a 
Bolid folm'dation of white pine, which 
required one year for >the,fganufactur- 
er, . S. P. Wood, of;a705 Jackson ave- 
nue, to construct, and which drew a 
blue ribbon at the Interstate exposi- 
tion thJa fall, will probably be sent 
to the Panama exposition in 1915 for 
further conquests. . 


More than a score of native and for- 


eign woods went into Its make-up, the 
entire outside surface being a<! design 
colored by bits of varicolored woods, 
some, of which were not more than 
one-sixteenth of an inch In dimension. 
It has been estimated that at least 
1,000,000 pieces were required for the 
entire table. 
This large-jnumber 
Is 


accounted for by the fact that two 
blocks on the top "were inlaid with 
sawdust, made when 
other 
blocks 


were formed. Several blocks in th 
top, which >caused • any amount o 
speculation as to the kind of 'wood 
used, were, made of shavings of many 
of the blocks.. Wood never-took a les- 
son in inlaid work.
